This  is  one  of  the  best  months  for  pro- 
gramming in  quite  a  while,  with  lots  of  investiga- 
tive Public  Affairs  documentaries,  several  music 
and  poetry  specials,  and  a  considerable  number  of 
solid  talks  that  we  hope  will  give  your  brain  some- 
thing to  chew  on.  We're  also  beginning  some  new 
series  programs,  and  beginning  political  cover- 
age which  will  keep  you  informed  about  pre- 
Miami  doings.  (We'll  be  covering  the  Democratic 
and  Republican  conventions  live-and  at  length. 
But  more  about  that  next  month.) 

To  take  things  one  at  a  time,  first  our 
Special  Reports.  These  are  investigative  documen- 
taries aimed  at  giving  you  a  well-rounded  (but  not 
bland)  view  of  a  particular  subject.  Some  are  about 


politics:  families  of  prisoners  of  war  talk  about 
the  President's  policies  ( 15th,  9  PM);  we  examine 
what  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Board's  doing 
about  that  problem,  not  much  as  it  turns  out 
(27th,  8:30  PM);  we  look  into  the  movement  to 
organize  San  Francisco's  middle  class  in  order  to 
see  what  the  issues  and  goals  are  (20th,  8  PM). 
Others  of  these  programs  are  about  the  American 
condition:  the  fight  of  Indians  to  regain  tribal 
lands  (1st,  9  PM);  and  the  use  of  Methadone  as  a 
possible  instrument  of  social  control  ( 1  3th.  8  PM). 
Arid  some  don't  fit  any  category:  survivors  of  the 
1906  quake  and  fire  recall  the  event  (8th.  8  PM); 
what  it's  like  to  be  physically  disabled  (14th  and 
21st,  7:30  PM);  how  old  people  feel  about  being 
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old  (27th,  8  PM);  male  contraception  and  why 
there  isn't  much  of  it  (6th,  8  PM)  and  a  look  at  the 
Roller  Derby  (16th,  8: 15  PM). 

We've  emphasized  these  kinds  of  pro- 
grams because  we  think  they're  crucially  impor- 
tant. Journalism  is  a  fast -shrinking  field,  falling  off 
into  rhetoric  and/or  PR  more  and  more.  We're  try- 
ing to  fight  back.  Listen  and  see  what  you  think. 

If  all  that  sounds  a  bit  heavy  (it  is)  it's 
only  a  part  of  what  we're  up  to.  Music  specials 
this  month  start  with  an  extraordinarily  good  re- 
cording of  Joan  Baez  and  Country  Joe  McDonald 
In  Concert.  They  appeared  in  April  at  the  Cow  Pal- 
ace, and  our  broadcast  (Wednesday,  June  7,  8  PM) 
is  a  special  one-shot.  Which  is  to  say  don't  miss  it, 
because  we  can't  rebroadcast  it.  Joan  and  Joe  do 
several   songs  together,  and  long  individual  sets. 

Then  later  on  (21st,  8  PM)  another  of 
G.S.  Sachdev's  performance/conversations.  This 
one  deals  with  Indian  drum  music.  And  then  (25th, 
12:30  PM)  a  three-hour  special  look  at  the  impact 
of  rock  music  on  the  social  consciousness  of  the 
60's— which  will  be  a  blend  of  music  and  interpre- 
tations. Meanwhile  we  begin  a  series  of  Wednesday 
night  retrospectives  of  the  Cabrillo  Festival— the 
best  tapes  of  classical  performances  from  this 
special  festival  (14th  and  21st,  8  PM).  And  yet 
more:  Thursday  nights  at  10:30  (starting  on  the 
15th)  live  performances  from  The  Boarding  House, 
the  club  in  San  Francisco  which  has  become  the 
leading  spot  for  name  pop,  rock,  blues  perfor- 
mances in  this  area. 

We're  also  continuing  our  radio  theatre 
programs— historical  shows  like  Old  Radio  Theatre 
(Fridays,  9  PM),  and  a  new  series.  The  Magnificent 
Montague  starring  Monte  Woolley  (the  Man  Who 
Came  to  Dinner  (at  10  PM  Thursdays);  and  a  BBC 
production  of  Strindberg's  The  Dance  of  Death 
(11th,  1  PM).  Also,  we  are  broadcasting  lots  of 
poetry:  the  Kenneth  Patchen  Memorial  Reading 
(22nd,  8  PM)  and  the  Greek  Resistance  Benefit 
Reading  (8th,  9  PM)-check  the  listings  for  more 
about  who  appeared  at  these  extraordinary  events. 
Also  the  work  of  several  poets  in  solo  readings: 
Anita  Barrows,  George  Oppen,  Thorn  Gunn. 

We're  starting  an  important  new  series 
with  on-the-air  Consciousness  Raising  t21st,  28th, 
12:30  PM).  CR  groups  are  central  to  the  Women's 
Movement,  but  many  women  are  unable  to  join 
because  of  isolation  of  one  sort  or  another.  We 
hope  to  partially  overcome  this  by  broadcasting 
a  CR  group,  and  then  establishing  a  dialogue 
through  listener  call-ins.  This  way  women  at  home 
can  share  in  the  experience  and,  hopefully,  the 
benefits.  Another  consciousness  we  hope  to  raise 


is  your  humor  factor.  With  this  in  mind.  The  Rich- 
ard M.  Nixon  Devotional  Hour  takes  to  our  air. 
The  truth  is,  it's  a  new  political  comedy  series  pro- 
duced by  Alan  Farley.  (15th,  9:30  PM). 

This  month  we're  also  moving  our  young 
people's  programs  to  Sunday  morning.  The  idea 
is  that  children  are  up  early,  and  they  might  like 
some  fun  and  well-done  fantasy  and  humor.  We 
assume  that  well-produced  radio  will  work  for 
young  people  just  as  well  as  TV.  And  beyond  this, 
what's  available  on  TV  will  curdle  the  brain  of 
anyone  who  watches.  We're  trying  to  create  an  al- 
ternative. At  8  o'clock,  Nancy  Segeler  starts  things 
off  with  a  program  of  fantasy,  stories,  songs  and 
nonsense  for  younger  kids;  she's  followed  at  9  by 
Liz  Scott,  with  a  program  for  somewhat  older 
younger  people.  Our  aim  is  programs  that  are  not 
condescending,  and  that  anyone  can  listen  to.  Try 
it  out  if  you  or  your  children  are  up. 

One  other  thing.  From  time  to  time  sub- 
scribers call  or  write  to  us  about  the  intellectual 
programs  of  yesteryear,  asking  where  are  they. 
They're  still  around,  and  this  month  you'll  hear 
Marcuse,  B.F.  Skinner,  Buckminster  Fuller,  Colin 
Edwards,  Elie  Weisel,  and  Alan  Rich  on  our  air. 
Possibly  the  increase  of  documentaries  and  more 
live  music  makes  it  seem  that  we've  abandoned 
straight  talk.  We  haven't  and  don't  intend  to.  But 
for  the  first  time  in  months  we've  been  able  to  try 
and  limit  talk  to  truly  engaging  presentations. 
However,  it's  still  true  that  a  good  lecture  is  impor- 
tant to  us. 

We  have  tried  to  strengthen  our  daytime 
programming.  There's  more  and  different  kinds  of 
music,  including  a  wide  range  of  concert/perfor- 
mance programs  outside  of  the  two  daytime  music 
blocs  (Morning  Concert,  Afternoon  Music).  We're 
rebroadcasting  our  best  documentaries  weekdays 
from  2  to  3  o'clock.  There  is  a  significant  specula- 
tive/analytical program  daily  at  11:30  AM,  some- 
thing to  expand  your  brain.  And  there's  Unlearn- 
ing to  Not  Speak  at  12:30  Mondays  and  Fridays. 
We're  committed  to  strong  daytime  programming 
because  we  know  that  there  isn't  anything  else  on 
during  the  day-anyplace.  Also,  we  know  that  the 
world  is  no  longer  an  exclusively  9  to  5  affair, 
and  many  people  are  able  to  listen  during  the  day. 
Our  evenings  are  still  prime  time,  but  the  day  is 
no  longer  an  old  bone  yard.  Hopefully  we  won't 
fall  back. 

Enough.  This  really  is  a  good  month  for 
us.  If  you  agree,  try  to  turn  on  a  friend  to  KPFA. 
If  each  of  you  did  we  would  be  able  to  bring  our 
finances  to  a  level  which  matches  our  broadcast- 
ing.

RIGHTS 

AND 

WRONGS 


If  you're  a  welfare  recipient  confused 
about  your  rights,  a  social  worker  confused  about 
the  current  state  of  the  law,  or  a  taxpayer  confus- 
ed about  where  your  tax  dollars  are  really  going, 
you  can  clear  up  your  confusion  by  listening  to  .  . 
Welfare  Rights  .  .  .  and  Wrongs-heard  on  June  6th 
and  20th  at  7  PM. 

Most  people  in  the  United  States  today 
know  very  little  about  welfare,  including  recipients 
and  social  workers.  Everyone  has  heard  the  tales  of 
welfare  Cadillacs,  the  stories  of  rising  welfare  rolls 
and  taxes,  and  the  slogans  that  all  recipients  are 
lazy  and  shiftless.  Your  view  of  the  welfare  system 
may  be  either  of  a  free  ride  or  a  dead  end. 

In  this  new  bi-monthly  series  KPFA  will 
try  to  serve  the  needs  of  recipients,  applicants, 
and  social  workers,  and  provide  a  possibly  new 
perspective  for  taxpayers.  The  regular  host  will  be 
Dave  Chavkin,  the  welfare  law  specialist  from 
Berkeley  Neighborhood  Legal  Services  and  a  for- 
mer welfare  rights  organizer.  We'll  be  discussing 
the  past,  present,  and  future  of  public  assistance 
ranging  from  the  passage  of  the  Social  Security 
Act,  through  the  Food  Stamp  Act,  the  Reagan 
Welfare  Reform  Plan,  to  the  Nixon  Family  Assis- 
tance Plan  and  other  guaranteed  annual  income 


proposals.  We'll  be  looking  at  the  ins  and  outs  of 
welfare  law,  the  recent  legal  developments  and 
political  responses,  and  the  tools  that  the  recipient 
has  to  fight  back  with.  We'll  also  be  having  guest 
speakers  on  special  categories:  someone  from  Cal- 
ifornia and  National  Welfare  Rights  to  discuss  re- 
cipient organizing  and  Welfare  Rights  proposals; 
someone  from  the  Social  Workers  Union  to  discuss 
their  proposals  and  the  problems  they  face;  re- 
presentatives from  H.E.W.  and  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Welfare  to  discuss  their  outlooks 
and  their  activities;  and  others. 

We'll  do  our  best  to  respond  to  your 
phone  calls  and  letters,  providing  basic  informa- 
tion about  your  rights  and  responsibilities  within 
the  Welfare  System.  But  each  case  is  unique,  and 
this  program  cannot  substitute  for  individual,  face- 
to-face  counseling.  For  that  we  suggest  you  visit  a 
local  welfare  rights  group  or  call  the  Legal  Aid  So- 
ciety of  Alameda  County  at  (415)  451-9261, 
Berkeley  Neighborhood  Legal  Services  at  (415) 
841-9274,  Richmond  Legal  Services  at  (415)  233-

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ESS  RAISING 


Kathie  Sarachild  is  a  founder  of  the  wo- 
men s  liberation  movement  in  New  York  and  the 
originator  of  the  concept  of  "consciousness  rais- 
ing. "  She  was  active  in  Redstockings  and  is  cur- 
rently an  editor  of  Woman  's  World,  a  quarterly  of 
feminist  theory  and  strateg}'  published  in  New 
York  City.  The  following  program  was  prepared 
for  the  First  National  Women 's  Liberation  Con- 
ference outside  Chicago,  November  27,  1968. 


Our  feelings  (emotions)  revolve  around 
our  perceptions  of  our  self-interest. 

We  assume  that  our  feelings  are  telling  us 
something  from  which  we  can  learn  .  .  .  that  our 
feelings  mean  something  worth  analyzing  .  .  .  that 
our  feelings  are  saying  something  political,  some- 
thing reflecting  fear  that  something  bad  will  hap- 
pen to  us  or  hope,  desire,  knowledge  that  some- 
thing good  will  happen  to  us. 

Feelings  aren't  something  we  assume  a- 
head  of  time  that  we  should  be  on  top  of  or  under- 
neath. Feelings  are  something  that,  at  first  any- 
way, we  are  with,  that  is,  we  examine  and  try  to 
understand  before  we  decide  it's  the  kind  of  feel- 
ing to  stay  on  top  of  (that  is,  control,  stifle,  stop), 
or  the  kind  of  feeling  to  be  underneath  (that  is,  let 
ourselves  go  with,  let  it  lead  us  into  something  new 
and  better  ...  at  first  to  a  new  and  better  idea  of 
where  we  want  to  go  and  then  to  action  which 
might  help  us  get  there). 

Now  male  culture  assumes  that  feelings 
are  something  that  people  should  stay  on  top  of 
and  puts  women  down  for  being  led  by  their  feel- 


ings (being  underneath  them). 

We're  saying  that  women  have  all  along 
been  generally  in  touch  with  their  feelings  (rather 
than  underneath  them)  and  thai  their  being  in 
touch  with  their  feelings  has  been  their  greatest 
strength,  historically  and  for  the  future.  We  have 
also  been  so  in  touch  with  our  feelings,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  that  we  have  used  our  feelings  as  our 
best  available  weapon-hysterics,  whining,  bitch- 
ing, etc. -given  that  our  best  form  of  defense 
against  those  with  power  to  control  our  lives  was 
their  feelings  toward  us,  sexual  and  otherwise,  feel- 
ings which  they  always  tried  to  fight  themselves. 

We're  saying  that  for  most  of  history  sex 
was,  in  fact,  both  our  undoing  and  our  only  pos- 
sible weapon  of  self-defense  and  self-assertion 
(aggression). 

We're  saying  that  when  we  had  hysterical 
fits,  when  we  took  things  "too"  personally,  that 
we  weren't  underneath  our  feelings,  but  respond- 
ing with  our  feelings  correctly  to  a  given  situation 
of  injustice.  I  say  correctly  because  at  that  time  in 
history  (and  maybe  even  still),  by  first  feeling  and 
then  revealing  our  emotions  we  were  acting  in  the 
best  strategical  manner.  And  this  may  be  the  rea- 
son we  learned  how  to  be  so  in  touch  with  our 
feelings  to  begin  with. 

In  our  groups,  let's  share  our  feelings  and 
pool  them.  Let's  let  ourselves  go  and  see  where  our 
feelings  lead  us.  Our  feelings  will  lead  us  to  ideas 
and  then  to  actions. 

Our  feelings  will  lead  us  to  our  theory, 
our  theory  to  our  action,  our  feelings  about  that 
action  to  new  theory  and  then  to  new  action. 
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Consciousness-raising  will  be  heard  every  Wednesday  at  12:30  p.m.  beginning  June  21. 
It  is  produced  from  recordings  of  weekly  CR  sessions  with  six  Bay  Area  women,  and 
will  be  followed  by  live  phone-ins. 

This  is  a  consciousness-raising  program  for  those  of  us  who  are  feeling  more  and  more  that  women  are 
about  the  most  exciting  people  around,  at  this  stage  of  time,  anyway ,  and  that  the  seeds  of  a  new  and  beau- 
tiful world  society  lie  buried  in  the  consciousness  of  this  very  class  which  has  been  abused  and  oppressed 
since  the  beginning  of  human  history.  It  is  a  program  planned  on  the  assumption  that  a  mass  liberation 
movement  will  develop  as  more  and  more  women  begin  to  perceive  their  situation  correctly  and  that,  there- 
fore, our  primary  task  right  now  is  to  awaken  "class"  consciousness  in  ourselves  and  others  on  a  mass  scale. 
The  following  outline  is  just  one  hunch  of  what  a  theory  of  mass  consciousness-raising  would  look  like  in 
skeleton  form.
